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UNITED KINGDOM EXPORTERS’ APPROACH TO 
THE UNITED STATES MARKET 


In the article below His Majesty’s Minister (Commercial) in Washington gives detailed guidance to the United Kingdom exporter 


seeking an outlet for his goods in the United States. 


In an earlier article, published on July 5, 1947 (page 1138), he reviewed 


economic conditions prevailing in the United States during the first two post-war years, and ‘described the advantages to be 
gained by regional marketing.

0m Conditions Passing

bolesalers and retailers have refrained in recent months from 
aking any appreciable additions to their inventory holdings, partly 
ugh fear of being caught in the near future with large stocks at 
ime of falling prices, but principally because they have reached the 
ge when further stocking up is no longer necessary. 
The heavier engineering industry still enjoys the boom conditions 
hich existed during the war as both domestic and foreign orders 
tow no signs of falling off. In the motor industry there has been 
me decline in sales of the most expensive cars, but demand for the 
ipular priced models continues unabated. This condition seems 
ly to prevail for some considerable time as manufacturers still 
v¢ a very large backlog of orders to fulfil. In some industries, 


not the situation to a large extent been alleviated by an increasing 
demand for television and frequency modulation receivers. Simi- 
larly, manufacturers of cotton textiles, after enjoying boom condi- 
tions in the last few years, now find that they have been supplanted 
in some overseas countries by foreign suppliers who have recaptured 
their traditional markets. Again, other countries, owing to the lack 
of dollars, have had to restrict the importation of textiles and many 
other goods from the United States. 


Favourable to British Goods 


The present economic condition of the country nevertheless 
continues to be favourable for the sale of British goods. The United 
States is one of the few countries in the world to-day almost entirely 
free from import licensing and except for customs tariff, which 
makes the entry of some articles almost prohibitive, very few 
restrictions are imposed on the importation of foreign goods. 
Nevertheless, with the increase in local production, those shortages 
—particularly of consumer goods—which were apparent until fairly 
recently, have been made good and supply has caught up with 
demand. Price, therefore, is no longer a secondary consideration, 
and clients, faced with rising costs of living, are showing much 
greater discretion in their choice of goods. The United States 
market differs from most other markets in that, except for some raw 
materials, it does not need to look to other countries for sources of 


supply. 
A Vast Market 

The extent and great variety of United States production, catering 
as it does for a population of some 150 million, is proof enough that 


there is a market for almost everything in this vast and prosperous 
country, and, by implication, also a market for the foreign manufac-

turer who can produce an article adapted to local conditions at a fairl 
competitive price, and one which has the merits of quality, special 
appeal, novelty and distinction. Many United Kingdom manufy, 
turers have since the war found an outlet for their products jn this 
market. There is no reason why they should not be joined by others 
provided they study with care the problems they will have to face in 
entering an extremely complex and what is probably the world’s mog, 
highly competitive market. 


Western and Southern Opportunities 


It cannot be stressed sufficiently that every United Kingdom 
manufacturer, no matter what his product, should make every effor 
to visit America, before beginning to export to the United States, 
Such a visit will enable him to make a personal study of the 
to modify his product to suit American tastes, and to decide whether 
he has the output to attempt nation-wide distribution, or, if 
whether to attack the Atlantic seaboard through New York, where 
British amd American competition is keenest, or to commence in areas 
where so far only a trickle of British goods has appeared, e.g., on the 
Pacific Coast (through San Francisco or Los Angeles) ; the Middle 
West (through Chicago or Kansas City), or the Southern States 
(through New Orleans or Houston). Articles on these areas have

Once the United Kingdom manufacturer has assessed the possi- 
bilities for sales and decided that there is a potential market for his 
products, he will need to decide which method of distribution is best 
suited to his interests and for the goods he wishes to sell. 

A considerable number of the important department stores and 
other retail organizations in the United States maintain their own 
buying organizations in the United Kingdom which purchase and ship 
direct to their principals. Other organizations send their own buyers 
to deal direct with the United Kingdom manufacturers. There are 
certain advantages, particularly for the small producer who may not 
be able to afford a visit to the United States, when sales are effected 
through these channels, since the method is simple and economical 
and, provided that reasonable precautions are taken, the financial risk 
is slight. However, this method of selling has its limitations, since by 
restricting himself to these channels the exporter may leave other 
potential profitable fields of activity unexplored, nor does it establish 
for him a firm foothold in the market, as he is in the hands of the 
buying organization. 

Sales by means of correspondence and/or by the visit of a salesman 
to the United States can in certain cases be effective. ‘The exporter, 
by sending out a salesman, gains some experience of the market and 
knowledge of design, but this is not, in general, the best method, 
although it may be suitable for certain types of business. It has the 
undoubted defect that an exporter cannot effectively promote the sale 
of his goods in the United States from the United Kingdom and some 
organization would be essential to perform this very necessary service. 


Appointing an Agent 

The most common method of selling and the one probably most 
suited to the needs of a United Kingdom exporter is through the 
medium of a commission agent, or agents, in one or more of the leading 


commercial centres of the United States. The cost of employing such 
an agent, or agents, is normally lower than the “‘ mark-up ” which is 
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generally added to the cost of goods when an importer-distributor is 
employed, if the volume of trade is limited. It may also be cheaper 
for an exporter to employ an agent than to send a representative on 

lar periodic visits to this market. Through his agent, an exporter 
jgs continuous contact with the market and he also has the satisfaction 
of knowing the names of the customers with whom the agent does 
business. He must, however, be prepared to pay his agent a high rate 
of commission to enable the latter to advertise adequately, to appoint 
wb-agents or travellers which will be essential if it is intended to sell 
in extended areas of the United States, and to undertake sales pro- 
motion which cannot be carried out effectively from the United 
Kingdom. If this method is used the disinclination on the part of 
gme retail and even some wholesale houses to burden themselves 
with the customs formalities connected with the clearance of goods 
when goods are ordered through an agent can be overcome by con- 
signing goods to a forwarding agent, but it obviously adds to the costs 


import. 
at United Kingdom firms find it is advantageous to market their 
through an exclusive distributor or through distributors with 
exclusive regional rights who purchase on their own account and 
undertake their own feselling. ‘This method has distinct advantages 
if it is possible to find a reliable and financially sound distributor. 
Such a distributor deals with customs formalities and duties ; he has 
continual contact with the United States buyer and with the state o 
the market and is thereby in a favourable position to offer advice on 
design and sales policy, for instance, whether it is desirable to restrict 
the sale of a particular pattern to, say, only one store in each locality. 
He has direct contact with the buyer and can deal with any dis- 
satisfied customer with little delay and thrash out on the spot any 
dificulties which may arise ; he is also able to offer quick delivery 
from locally carried stocks and of spares and replacements. 


Sales Promotion 


The very important job of sales promotion through the medium of 
suitable skilled advertisement, without which no really substantial sales 
policy can be made effective in the United States, is also one of the many 
services which can be rendered by an able distributor with adequate 
capital and organization. This method, which bears close resem- 
blance to United States custom and practice, is, however, dependent 
onthe really right type of distributor being available and the potential 
volume of sales being likely to warrant the heavy overhead charges 
which such an organization involves, 

The cost of effective sales promotion is high and forms a substantial 
part of a United States firm’s budget. Effectively directed, advertising 
can bring rich rewards in the shape of an enhanced volume of sales. 
Itadds, however, considerably to the final sales price to which a limit 
at some point must be set. There, too, are dangers inherent in this 
method of working which are absent in other forms of representation, 
and regular visits from a representative United Kingdom firm are 
essential if a principal wishes to escape the domination and control 
which an exclusive distributor might in certain circumstances,exercise 
over his business. These difficulties are practically obviated if the 
organization created to do the importing-distributing is a branch of the 
United Kingdom firm. This is the method probably most near to 
perfection. It has the additional merit that the United Kingdom 
benefits in the shape of profits remitted to the parent house, in addition 
to the dollars earned by the goods exported. Any firm desirous of 
setting up in the United States a sales organization or a subsidiary 
company to ‘market its goods has first to obtain the permission of the 
Bank of England (Foreign Exchange Control Committee) if an 
expenditure of dollars is involved. The correct approach to the Bank 
of England is for the firm to forward through its own bank a memo- 
rndum setting out:— 

(@) the reasons why it is desired to utilize this method of selling ; 
() the dollar cost of the proposed organization ; 

(c) the anticipated earnings of dollars ; 

(d) the anticipated advertising costs. 


U.S.A. Needs to be Known 


_ Afinal choice should only be made by an exporter after he has fully 
investigated the types of representation open to him, and supple- 
mented this, if possible, by a visit to the United States. This market 
8 too vast and varied by reason of climate and racial origin for any 
approach to be made by a standardized pattern. And to assume that 
suitable representation can be obtained through an exchange of letters 
is to reduce the problem to an absurd simplification. The United 
States needs to be known to be understood and wooed with all the 
skill and experience at the disposal of the would-be exporter. Time 
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spent on the task will be time well spent and will help to eliminate 
later disappointments. 

“Can a single agent operating from one of the leading centres of 
commerce or industry afford effective coverage for the whole of the 
United States ?’’ is a question which is often raised. It needs very 
careful consideration and has mounting significance in face of Great 
Britain’s need for increased exports and dollars. Here again it is hard 
to generalize, for whereas in some cases ample coverage of the whole 
territory may effectively be given by the right type of agent working 
from one commercial centre, it may be advisable in other cases to 
divide the territory and to appoint regional representatives in the 
principal cities who would cover a restricted field of action. Much, 
however, depends on the type of goods to be sold and, what is more 
important, on the type of agent, his energy and organizing ability 
and the means at his disposal for effecting complete coverage either 
through sub-agents or his own commercial travellers. 


Choice of Agent 


Firms, however, who have the intention of appointing a sole agent 
(or distributor) in the United States should in any case first satisfy 
themselves that the arrangements he can make for distribution on a 
national basis are commensurate with the sales possibilities of their 
products. Ifa United Kingdom firm’s production potential is likely 
to be insufficient to satisfy a nation-wide demand for their products, 
then consideration must of necessity be given to the question of which 
part of the country should be covered. As important as the right 
choice of agent is the need for a British firm to keep in close touch 
with their representative by means of personal visits, not only of sales 
staff but, where necessary, also of design and production staff, and to 
give all support necessary to the creation of mutual confidence between 
principal and agent which is so essential to success. 

Any firm seeking to enter the United States market will find that the 
initial cost is likely to be heavy. The first visit of any representative 
may well necessitate a two months’ stay and expenses amounting to 
£600 to £750 (excluding the cost of the transatlantic voyage) per 
person if the visit involves travelling to the various leading com- 
mercial centres. Added to this it is often necessary to make provision 
for other initial expenses such as allowances for advertising. Faced 
with potential expenditure on such a scale it is natural that the 
would-be exporter will ask himself whether the end will justify the 
means and whether he has done everything possible beforehand to 
obtain value for his proposed outlay. 

He can prepare the ground before his visits by making preliminary 
investigations and by market research and by supplementing his 
knowledge through the many organizations from which he can obtain 
advice and assistance, such as the Commercial Relations and Exports 
Department of the Board of Trade, Federation of British Industries, 
British Export Trade Research Organization, the British Empire 
Chamber of Commerce in New York, the buying offices of United 
States firms and department stores in London, and also through other 
British exporters having a knowledge of the United States market. 
He can also communicate with the Commercial Department of the 
Embassy in Washington or the various Consulates throughout the 
country. 


Trade Literature 


It has frequently been shown that potential business has been lost 
to the United Kingdom because some firms have failed to provide 
information concerning their products in a manner calculated to 
arouse the interest of possible clients or because they have not furnished 
it in a readily intelligible manner. The following hints may, there- 
fore, be of some assistance to exporters seeking an agent through the 
medium of the Board of Trade and Commercial Diplomatic and 
Consular Officers abroad, and to firms endeavouring to sell goods 
direct to United States importers. 

Of particular importance when a United Kingdom exporter is 
attempting to enter the United States market is the need for him to 
furnish really adequate trade literature. United States firms are 
accustomed to receiving a lavish supply of well illustrated and printed 
catalogues and pamphlets from domestic manufacturers. Conse- 
quently, unsuitable and badly prepared advertising material does not 
arouse any interest. Within the limits which a restricted supply of 
paper imposes on them, United Kingdom firms should do their 
utmost to supply prospective customers with as much illustrated and 
descriptive material as possible. When necessary, colours and 
dimensions of articles should be given if these are not apparent from 
the illustrations supplied. In the case of technical goods, endeavours 
should be made to furnish blue-prints. 
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Prices should also be quoted in as much detail and as clearly as 
possible, for without them it is totally impossible for any prospective 
agent or importer to make any comparison with domestic or other 
foreign products and assess market possibilities. If, for some reason 
or other, it is not found convenient to quote prices in the catalogues 
or pamphlets, then a statement should be given in an accompanying 
letter, together with full details of discounts and any price variations. 

All too often United Kingdom firms give prices in a manner quite 
unintelligible to the average American who is entirely unfamiliar with 
the British currency. He is liable to give up the task when he is 
confronted with a quotation in so many pounds, shillings and pence, 
less a percentage discount, for a specified English unit of weight, f.o.b. 
some United Kingdom port. Unless he finds he is dealing with a 
particularly interesting product, the importer is likely to heave a sigh, 
confine the enquirer’s literature to the waste-paper basket and decide 
that after all he had better rely on domestic goods, which are quoted 
in his own currency, in dollars, ex-factory in the United States. 
Simplicity in Quotation 

It behoves a United Kingdom exporter, therefore, to reduce his 
terms to as simple a form as possible so as to assist his potential client 
in making price comparisons. An instance of the confusion caused by 
sterling quotations came to the notice of the writer quite recently when 
a local bank in making a conversion to dollars on behalf of one of its 
clients made a wrong computation and reached a price in dollars 
which was double what it should really have been and which would 
have priced the United Kingdom article out of the market. Only by 
chance was the error corrected, and the United States firm then showed 
interest in the United Kingdom product. United Kingdom firms 
should, therefore, in their own interests, endeavour to give an approxi- 
mate equivalent in dollars when they quote in sterling. Above all 
they should not make use of quotations such as “x guineas’’ or 
** 4/8,’’ which completely bewilder the average American businessman. 

It would also assist a prospective buyer if British firms would quote 
c.i.f. rather than f.o.b. prices. Although the practised importer at the 
usual ports of entry can readily ascertain the costs of transport without 
much difficulty, a buyer situated thousands of miles inland must go to 
considerable trouble to do so. Where at all possible therefore 
exporters should quote c.i.f. prices to one or other of the East coast 
ports or, alternatively, according to the domicile of the customer, to 
the most convenient port on the Gulf or West Coast. The final price 
is usually lower if shipment is made to the port nearest to the place 
of business of the buyer. There are direct shipping lines operating 
between the United Kingdom and the leading ports in the United 
States, including the Gulf and the West Coast. 

Measures in current use in the United States are in some cases 
different from those used in the United Kingdom. They are the 
pound, the short hundredweight (100 Ibs.) and ton (2,000 Ibs.) ; yard 
foot and inch ; and the American gallon (slightly over 4/5 of the 
Imperial gallon). If the English cwt. and ton are used, the figures 
112 Ibs. and 2,240 lbs. should be clearly stated in brackets. ‘The stone 
and the quarter are not understood. 


Samples and Packaging 


The questions of samples is also an important one. In the case of 
large or valuable articles it is obviously difficult for a firm to send 
samples abroad. Nevertheless, where it is possible and, at least in 
those cases where the Embassy or Consular officers are requested to 
endeavour to find suitable agents, interest is much more likely to be 
aroused if firms can have before them samples in addition to illustrated 
and descriptive matter. 

It will also be of assistance to potential exporters if, before entering 
the United States market, they would inform themselves concerning 
such matters as design, workmanship, price, suitability, adaptation to 
American diet, standards, ways of living, etc., which might influence 
the acceptance of their products in the United States. 

Packaging of goods in the United States is almost an art and one to 
which special attention is paid by domestic producers in marketing 
their goods. Eye appeal counts for much in sales psychology in the 
United States, where women in particular frequently buy on impulse. 
Quite recently a local firm when assessing market possibilities for a 
line of British goods, expressed satisfaction with the goods themselves 
but stated that it was quite impossible to sell them in the type of 
package used for the samples. 

In New York, New Orleans and San Francisco there are Free Trade 
Zones in which repacking, bottling and similar operations can be 
carried out before payment of Customs duty. 

Two matters which not infrequently give rise to complaints are 
allegedly excessive charges for packing and large unexpected increases 


in price. Adequate packing is essential, of course, but if it j tikely 
to be fairly costly it is advisable for the exporter to clear this matte, 
with the buyer before the order is accepted. Immediate ing of 
any price increases should be given to a client. It is not 

for a United States customer to be informed just when goods th 
about to be shipped that prices have been increased beyond thos 
quoted when the order was originally booked. Whatever justificy, 
tion there may be for such increases it is only fair to give the buyer dy: 
notice before shipping if the exporter does not wish to see his goods 
returned and to pay the expenses involved. 


Agents’ Commission 


The amount of commission to be paid to an agent requires specig 
consideration as expenses are much greater in the United States tha 
in the United Kingdom. Costs of living are much higher and 
an agent has much heavier travelling expenses to meet in view of th 
distances to be covered. Commissions and representation expenss 
are, therefore, on a more generous scale than is usual in Great Britain 
It is, therefore, unwise to attempt to lay down at the outset any hard 
and fast rate of commission. This point can best be settled by 
negotiation. 

A thorough inspection of all goods before shipment is recom. 
mended. Very few known instances have occurred where the buyer 
has had just cause for complaint because the goods shipped have not 
come up to the standard of the samples. When this occurs, however, 
it leads to claims for compensation, difficulties with the agent and los 
ofthe customer. All of which might be avoided if proper examination 
of the goods were raade beforehand, at the factory. 

Exporters should also satisfy themselves that their products comply 
with United States marking regulations and also, where applicable, 
with the requirements of the Food and Drug Administration Act; 
as otherwise goods may be rejected and refused entry. 

In connection with electrical appliances, firms should also consult 
the Commercial Relations and Exports Department of the Board of 
Trade where the various regulations can be seen, to see that their 
products conform to the specifications of the United States Bureau 
of Standards and the American Standards Association and the te- 
quirements of the Underwriters’ Laboratory. 

Delivery dates must be strictly complied with, otherwise United 
Kingdom manufacturers will lose subsequent trade. Retail estab- 
lishments in the United States plan their orders for many types of 
goods on a seasonal basis, while many other firms also purchase 
supplies to cover a six-monthly period or some other fixed period of 
time. The United States buyer who cannot get imported goods 
delivered in time for his sales seasons is quite unlikely to place repeat 
orders for it means that he is left to hold goods which he perhaps 
later cannot sell and has a lot of capital tied up quite unnecessarily. 


A Word on Advertising 


In the United States more than anywhere in the world successful 
selling of many classes of goods depends on sales promotion through 
skilful advertising. The necessity for such advertising is fully 
recognized by the Bank of England Foreign Exchange Control, who 
will give sympathetic consideration to applications for dollar exchange 
in respect of well-considered and soundly based advertising schemes. 
United Kingdom exporters who wish to undertake an advertising 
campaign in the United States should send the fullest information 
regarding their scheme, through their own bankers, to the Bank of 
England. ; 

A convenient method and the one most often used by United 
Kingdom firms exporting to the United States is to rely on their 
distributors for the necessary advertising, paying these distributor 
either indirectly by a higher rate of commission or by direct remit: 
tances from the United Kingdom. There are, however, many 
advertising firms, including a British house recently established in 
New York, who can advise on and will undertake market rese 
and advertising. 

The method of advertising varies with the type of goods ; the aret 
to be covered should roughly conform to the manufacturer’s output. 
Established lines such as china, whisky, etc., need less sales promotion 
than a new product, while it would not only be a waste of money, but 
would also lessen and perhaps ruin the chance of success, if very 
extensive coverage for advertising were to be attempted without af 
adequate volume of goods being immediately available. In fact, 4 
manufacturer newly entering the American market who had this 
adequate volume of goods might be well advised to organize a pilot 
selling campaign in a moderate sized typical American city or State 
to test the market before launching out in the United States as a whole.

Agreements Between Britain and 
Yugoslavia 


THE conclusion of negotiations between Great Britain and Yugo- 
slavia, resulting in the signing of three Agreements—on trade 
between the two countries, on compensation for nationalized and 
expropriated British property in Yugoslavia and on money and pro- 
perty—was announced in the Board of Trade Journal last week. The 
agreements were signed in London by the Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, Mr. Ernest Bevin, and the Secretary for Overseas 
Trade, Mr. A. G. Bottomley, for Great Britain and by the Yugoslav 
Ambassador in London and Mr. S. Kopcok, Deputy Minister for 
Foreign Trade of the Federative Peoples’ Republic of Yugoslavia, 
for Yugoslavia, 


The three Agreements are published as White Papers Cmd. Nos. 
7602, 7600 and 7601 respectively, price 2d. each (by post, 3d. each) 
and copies are obtainable from H.M. Stationery Office, York House, 
Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and branches or through any bookseller or 
newsagent. 

The Trade Agreement aims at securing as nearly as possible a 
balanced trade between Great Britain and Yugoslavia at the end of 
twelve months ending on September 30, 1949, while taking account of 
other transactions which enter into the balance of payments. The 
Agreement provides for the interchange of scheduled commodities 
between the two countries to an estimated value of about £15 million 
either way. 

Exports from the United Kingdom to Yugoslavia will include 
miscellaneous textiles to the value of £250,000 (export licences will

be issued for larger quantities if required) and one million Ibs. of 
cotton yarn (again export licences for larger quantities will be issued 
if Yugoslavia can place the orders). Other exports under the textiles 
heading will comprise raw wool, wool noils, wool yarn and wool 
rags and waste, linen thread, manila ropes, sisal yarn, coconut yarn 
and binder twine. 

It was agreed that shipment of the 100,000 metric tons of crude oil 
from Britain to Yugoslavia should start in December 1948. 

Tyres and inner tubes for cars and trucks (20,000 units) and 1,500 
tons of raw rubber are the main rubber and rubber products in the 
schedule. 

Creosote oil (3,500 metric tons), pharmaceutical raw materials 
(£300,000), and a variety of industrial and miscellaneous chemicals 
are included in the chemicals section of the Agreement. 

Exports of metals and metal products will include £25,000 of metal 
accessories for the textile industry. 

The largest single item in value in Britain’s exports to Yugoslavia 
is £2,500,000-worth of miscellaneous machinery, while other items 
are electro-technical material to the value of £600,000 and mis- 
cellaneous parts and accessories for machinery valued at £300,000. 
Spare parts and various accessories for motor cars (£65,000) and 
instruments for scientific use, nautical and air navigation purposes 
and for geological examination are also included. 


Timber and Foodstuffs 


Yugoslavia has agreed to supply the United Kingdom with timber, 
foodstuffs, and some other miscellaneous articles. 


The total value of the timber to be sent is estimated at £11 million. 
This item includes soft sawn timber, beech sawn timber, oak sawn 
timber, pine pitprops, softwood for wood pulp, sleepers, oak, beech 
and other hardwood veneers and parquet. The Schedule also in- 
cludes furniture to the value of £100,000, with a proviso that this 
must be of utility types and that prices must be comparable with those 
in the United Kingdom. Import of £50,000 worth of shoe forms, 
heels and tool handles will also be licensed. 


Under the heading of foodstuffs, the total value of which is estimated 
at £14 million, the United Kingdom is to receive meat (including 
1,000 tons of mutton and lamb and 500 tons of beef and veal), poultry, 
cheese, eggs, white beans, canned and fresh-water fish, 5,000 tons of 
prunes, soya beans, fruit pulp, 2,500 tons of fresh apples, 1,000 tons 
of wine, and 3,000 Ibs. of essential oil of sage, and some other com- 
modities. 

Miscellaneous items include badger skins (5,000 units), £40,000 
of approved types of medical plants and herbs, 3,000 tons of tobacco 
and 3,000 tons of carbide. 

The Trade Agreement makes provision whereby the Governments 
of the United Kingdom and Yugoslavia undertake to issue licences 
for the exports and imports of goods on application and in good time, 
to facilitate the flow of goods between the two countries. The 
conditions laid down apply both to purchases on private and on 
Government account. 


Issue of Further Licences 


Another clause makes provision that where applications are made 
for export or import licences after the expiry of the present Agree- 
ment, i.e. after September 30, 1949, the contracting Governments 
will give favourable consideration to the issue of further licences 
providing application for them is in respect of goods already men- 
tioned in the Agreement, and providing also that application is made 
before March 1, 1950. 

The Agreement stipulates that the import, export and purchase of 
goods on either side shall be subject to the negotiation of satisfactory 
contracts including agreement on the usual and generally recognized 
conditions governing price, type, quality and other similar matters. 


In order to facilitate transport of goods mentioned in the Agreement, 
the two Governments undertake to give as much support as they can 
to the shipping undertakings of both countries. Arrangements are 
also to be made for repairs in either country to the ships carrying these 
goods, and provision is also made for shipping companies concerned 
to negotiate direct for the freight carriage involved. 


Although the present Trade Agreement is a short term one it is 
the desire of both Governments that the trading relations between 
the two countries should develop over a wider field, and they have, 
therefore, agreed to enter into negotiations at an early date for the 
conclusion of a long term Trade Agreement and to meet again not 
later than July 1949 to review the operation of the existing Agreement.

AN exhibition demonstrating the extensive and increasing usefulness 

of wool was opened at the showrooms of the International Wool 
Secretariat in Lower Regent Street, London, on Tuesday, by Lord 
Bruce of Melbourne. 

This is the preliminary showing of a travelling technical exhibition 
which, during the next year, will tour through wool centres of most 
of the countries of Western Europe. At each exhibition centre it is 
planned to have lectures given by a member of the staff of the Depart- 
ment of Scientific and Technical Liaison of the International Wool 
Secretariat. 

An official of the Secretariat said at the opening that science was 

showing more and more that, so far as the sheep was concerned, we 
could now use almost everything but its bleat ! 
Among the things demonstrated by diagrams, materials and models 
at the exhibition is a new chemical industry based on extraction of 
wool grease. It has long been known that raw wool contains about 
6 per cent. to 50 per cent. of wool grease, and its removal during 
scouring gives rise to factory effluents which, in many countries, must, 
by law, be freed from grease before discharge to sewers or rivers. 
The high grades of lanoline derived from the finest wool are to-day 
widely used in pharmacy and form the base of many kinds of cosmetics. 
From cholesterol, also derived from wool grease, scientists have shown 
that hormone preparations can be synthesised. These preparations 
are used in the treatment of certain glandular disorders. 





Science and the Wool Industry 


Another part of the exhibition shows how, by a new scientific 
process, many thousands of man-hours are saved yearly in Britain’s 
knitwear industries. ‘The process is based on alginic acid, a substance 
which can be extracted from certain kinds of seaweed. After con- 
version to calcium alginate, it can be spun into a rayon which, though 
reasonably strong when dry, dissolves completely in warm solutions 
of alkali. 

This type of rayon is already being used to produce lightweight 
and novel fancy fabrics, but a new use for it has been found in the 
manufacture of men’s seamless socks. Such socks are usually knitted 
one after the other end to end, and afterwards separated by hand 
cutting, one cut edge being closed to form the toe and the other forming 
the top of the welt of the following sock. In the new method a few 
rows of stitches are knitted in alginate rayon between the socks. No 
cut is made, but when the string of socks is washed during the later 
finishing processes, the aliginate dissolves, leaving the individual 
socks separated. 

A new non-shrink process for wool is also exhibited. This involves 
the use of hypochlorite and permanganate, and the inventors claim that 
it leaves the surface appearance of the wool fibres quite unchanged. 

There are also lightweight wool-nylon fabrics on show—fabrics 
in which nylon thread is used as a core round which the wool is spun. 

The exhibition is open to the public daily from 10 a.m. to 4.30 p.m., 
except Saturdays, until January 21. 
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Revision of Distributors’ Margins on Footwear 


FOLLOWING discussions with the footwear wholesalers and 

retailers the Board of Trade intend to revise their maximum per- 
centage margins. The new margins will not be brought into force 
before February 21, but new margins are being announced now in 
order to give distributors time to re-mark their stocks where necessary. 


Wholesalers’ Margins 


The present wholesalers’ maximum margin for both Utility and 
non-Utility footwear is 14-29 per cent. on cost. This margin will be 
unchanged for women’s footwear, but for all other footwear it will be 
reduced to 12-68 per cent. on cost. 


Retailers’ Margins 
Non-UTILITY 

The present retailers’ maximum margins for non-Utility footwear 
are 50 per cent. and 42-86 per cent. on cost ex-tax, depending on the 
retailers’ purchase price. ‘These margins will remain unchanged,

Forty Firms in Scots Furniture Competition 


RECOGNIZING the importance of a new approach to design since 

the Board of Trade relaxation on utility furniture was announced, 
Scottish furniture manufacturers have made an enthusiastic response 
to the competition organized by the Scottish Committee of the Council 
of Industrial Design. 


Firms in Scotland, which has always been noted for the high 
standard of craftsmanship in cabinet-making, realize that this is the 
first opportunity since the end of the war given to the trade to experi- 
ment along new lines, and some of the forty firms which have entered 
have commissioned leading British designers to prepare special plans. 


The manufacturers are being given wide scope, for the conditions 
of the competition impose no restriction on design, construction, 
detailed finish, workmanship, material or price, thus allowing furniture 
makers a free hand to produce their best. 


Not only does the Scottish Committee wish to stimulate new ideas 
in design and production, but it is hoped that winning entries will have 
a definite influence on furniture making in the immediate future. 
The competition has also been sponsored to arouse interest among 
furniture manufacturers in the 1951 Festival of Britain where, it is 
hoped, Scotland will be strongly represented. 


The competition entrants, who are drawn from the North of 
Scotland to the Borders, are submitting furniture for single and double 
bedrooms, dining rooms, living rooms and kitchens, together with 
individual pieces of furniture. Students taking cabinet-making at one 
technical college have sent in an entry. 


The judging wiJl be undertaken in Glasgow towards the end of 


January by three eminent furniture designers and three retail trade 
representatives from England. The designers are Mr. Brian O’Rorke, 
A.R.A., F.R.I.B.A., F.S.1.A. ; Mr. Ernest Race, F.S.I.A. ; and Mr. 
David Booth, F.R.I.B.A., F.S.I.A. The retail representatives are 
Mr. Croften E. Gane, chairman of P. E. Gane, Ltd., Bristol ; Mr. 
Geoffrey Dunn, principal of H.G. Dunn & Sons Ltd., Bromley, Kent; 
and Mr. Ernest Taylor, a buyer with Ray & Miles Ltd., Liverpool. 


After the judging, the manufacturers and representatives of the 
wholesale and retail trade in Scotland will have the opportunity of 
meeting the judges to hear the reasons for the choice of winning 
entries. The public will see the winning entries, for which diplomas 
will be awarded, at a Glasgow Corporation exhibition in the Kelvin 
Hall next spring, and they will be on show alongside examples of the 
best contemporary furniture being sent from the United States, 
Sweden and Denmark. 


The Scottish Committee is taking the opportunity afforded by this 
exhibition to hold a special conference for all furniture trade interests 
to hear the modern trends in foreign furniture described by three 
experts from abroad—Mr. Edgar Kaufmann, Jun., Museum of 
Modern Art, New York ; Professor Stein Ejler Rasmussen, Royal 
Academy, Copenhagen ; and Dr. Ake Stavenow, Technical High 
School, Stockholm. 


In arranging the competition and the exhibition, the Scottish 
Committee has had the fullest co-operation of the Scottish Furniture 
Manufacturers’ Association. 
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Import of Antiques 


HE Import Licensing Department of the Board of Trade announces 
Tin Notice to Importers No. 308) that they are now prepared to 
entertain applications for the import of antiques. s 

Import licences under these arrangements will be valid only for 
articles qualifying for duty-free admission in terms of the Customs 
definition ‘‘ goods (other than wines and spirits) which are proved to 
the satisfaction of the Commissioners of Customs and Excise to have 
been manufactured or produced more than one hundred years before 
the date of importation.” 

Imports will be limited to antiques imported from the following 
countries—Austria, Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, Denmark, France, 
Greece, Holland, Hungary, Italy, Norway, Poland, Roumania, 
Russia and Yugoslavia. 

Licences will be granted to firms for an initial period of six months 
beginning from January 1, 1949, up to three-eighths by value of all 
antiques exported by them during the two years ended June 30, 1948. 
For this purpose antiques will include British and foreign antiques, 
manufactured or produced more than 75 years before the date of 
exportation for which export licences were granted under the Export 
of Goods (Control) Order, Any firm wishing to receive a quota 
should forward to the Import Licensing Department as soon as 
possible a statement, certified by their auditors, of the value of their 
exports in antiques during this period ; the statement should show, 
if possible, the separate countries to which goods were consigned. 

Licences for subsequent six monthly periods will be issued on the 
basis of export performance during each previous period. Firms 
holding a quota will, therefore, be required to render returns to the 
Import Licensing Department at six monthly intervals showing 
figures of imports and exports, together with copies of the actual 
invoices in each case and such proof of export, and receipt of proceeds, 
as may be required. A copy of the return must also be sent to the 
Bank of England. 

These arrangements are quite separate from those referred to in 
Notice to Importers No. 304 (see Board of Trade Journal of Novem- 
ber 20, 1948, page 985), in respect of ‘‘Paintings, Drawings, Engrav- 
ings’? and figures of imports and exports, submitted according to 
the relevent paragraphs above, must not include any items included 
in returns made under that scheme. 


Manufacturers’ Prices for Utility 
Industrial Overalls 


CONTINUING the policy of abolishing the “ cost-plus ’’ method 
of price control wherever possible, the Board of Trade have made 
an Order* covering manufacturers’ prices for men’s and women’s 
industrial overalls. In this Order, the manufacturers’ maximum 
prices are maximum cash prices only instead of “‘ cost-plus ’’ with 
over-riding maximum prices as hitherto. 

Certain of the new prices for garments made from unsubsidized 
cloths are higher than the previous over-riding maximum prices 
due to substantial rises in the price of raw cotton that took place 
early in 1948. 

Some new cloths have been scheduled for various garments. 

Domestic overalls are not affected by the Order, which comes into 
force on January 12.

Increase in Lead Prices 


THE Minister of Supply has made the Control of Non-Ferrous 
Metals (No. 34) (Copper, Lead and Zinc Order, 1948, S.I. 2830 of 
1948, which raises the maximum prices of lead by £11 with effect 
from January 1, 1949. 


The new maximum prices per ton are :— 
Good soft pig lead are ‘ee i £123 
Lead of the quality known as ‘“‘ English ”’ £124 10s. 


These changes follow increases in market prices which affect the 
cost of imported lead.

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Cotton Board Chairman Visits U.S. 


HE Cotton Board have asked the Chairman of the Board, Sir 

Raymond Streat, accompanied by the Secretary, Mr. James 
Broatch, to pay a visit to the United States. Since Sir Raymond and 
Mr. Broatch were in America a year ago a number of visits have been 
made to this country by representatives of the American Cotton 
Textile Industry during the course of which a wide range of subjects 
of interest to both industries was discussed. 


It is because of the importance of the American market to the 
United Kingdom and of the position now occupied by the American 
Cotton Textile Industry in world trade in textiles that the Cotton 
Board felt that discussions should take place at frequent intervals 
and that these discussions could be carried on most satisfactorily on 
the basis of informal personal contact. It is not possible to par- 
ticularize the subjects likely to be discussed during the visit now to be 
paid since any question with which the industry of either country 
is concerned may arise for consideration and there is no topic which 
will be dealt with to the exclusion of others. 

Sir Raymond and Mr. Broatch arranged to leave for the United 
States on Tuesday. 


Export of Cotton Piece-goods 


RODUCTION of 291 million sq. yds. of cotton piece-goods for 
ultimate export has been approved under the open export scheme 


period 4 (October/December 1948). 


This is the highest quarterly total yet put into production in the 
post-war period and compares with 279 million sq. yds. in period 3, 
1948 and 266 million sq. yds. in period 2, 1948. 


To avoid any break in the continuity of export production, applica- 
tion against the open export scheme for period 1, 1949 may be 
submitted to the export department of the Cotton Board from 
January 1 onwards. The usual Cotton Board circular giving details 
of any changes in the existing market grading and all other informa- 
tion regarding export licensing and the new export statistical return 
has been sent to all converters. 


Cotton Yarn Production 


COTTON and cotton waste yarn production in the week ended 
December 18 set up a new post-war record with a figure of 18-53 
million lbs., compared with 18-47 million Ibs. for the previous week. 
The highest previous figure was 18-50 million lbs. for the week ended 
June 12, 1948. 


The weekly target set for the end of 1948 was 20 million lbs. 


In addition, 1-19 million Ibs. of spun rayon and mixture yarns were 
produced during the same week. 


Lead Metal Manufactures and 
Lead Compounds for Export 


AN invitation to apply for licences to export a limited quantity of 
low-conversion manufactures of lead and lead compounds was given 
in the Board of Trade Journal of October 23, 1948, (page 796). 
Licences have been issued for lead compounds and for manufactures 
of lead, such as sheets, pipes, alloys, but not for pig lead, lead ingots 
or lead scrap, which were not within the permissible range of lead 
metal exports. . 

It has now been decided that a further very limited allocation should 
be made for the first quarter of 1949. Exporters should note that 
applications for export licences to be considered against this allocation 
should reach the Export Licensing Branch not later than January 29, 
1949. 

As the licences will be issued as in previous quarters with a short- 
term validity only applicants should restrict applications to amounts 
which could reasonably be expected to be shipped within the near 
future.

It will be remem- 
bered that the autumn collections were a prominent feature of the 
London Fashion Fortnight last July, and it is expected that the number 
of export buyers attending the collections this month will be even larger. 
Buyers from the United States, Canada, South Africa, and Australia 
have announced their intention of visiting London for the purpose, 
and requests for information have been received from the overseas 
press. The object of the displays is to foster the export of British 
fashions, fabrics, and accessories, and to focus attention on London as 
a centre of world fashion. 

The Incorporated Society of London Fashion Designers, formed 
at the beginning of the war, has ten famous fashion houses as its 
members. Some of these are best known for the fine tailoring which 
is an English tradition, others for elegance and dignity in afternoon or 
evening gowns. Overseas customers show a growing interest not 
only in the “ classic ’’ English tailor-made, but also in cocktail and 
evening dresses.

Million-Pound Road for South Wales 


T° help industry in the South Wales Development Area, the 

Minister of Transport, Mr. Alfred Barnes, is putting in hand 
almost immediately a scheme for building a new trunk road near 
Neath, Glamorgan, at a cost of over one million pounds. 

The road will connect with the new Jersey Marine Road, now 
nearing completion, which leads direct to the Swansea Docks area. 
Together these two roads will shorten the present 12-mile journey 
between Briton Ferry and Swansea by roughly one-half, and provide 
a splendid new highway for the heavy and growing industrial traffic 
between Cardiff and Swansea. 

On leaving the existing trunk road at Briton Ferry, the new road 
will cross the Western Region main and branch railway lines and 
continue over the Briton Ferry Dock by means of an 11-span viaduct 
970 ft. long. At Warren Hill it will enter a cutting, and on the other 
side of the hill it will bridge the Jersey Canal and the River Neath 
by a viaduct of 16 spans of a total length of 1,610 ft. including a 
high-level bridge span of 300 ft. over the river. The bridge, 90ft. above 
high-water level, will permit the free passage of coastal shipping. 

Dual carriageways, each 22 ft. wide, will be built throughout, 
flanked by cycle tracks and footpaths, bringing the total width of the 
road to 90 ft. Roundabouts will be built at each end of the new 
section of road.

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Peacetime Retention of R.O.F.s 


POST-WAR retention of 21 Royal Ordnance Factories still operate 
by the Ministry of Supply partly in the interests of recovery, was 


in a New Year’s message, appearing in the Ministry-sponsored Paper 
“R.O.F. News.”’ 

The message disclosed that the R.O.F.s had handled £40,000, 
worth of civil and other non-Ordnance work since hostilities ceased, 

The Minister declared that in 1945 ‘‘ we recognized that we mug 
muster enough strength to support the maintenance of peace,” anq 
to this end the R.O.F.s had proved a great asset. The nucleus of 
the war-time R.O.F.s had been maintained, had contributed t 
economic reconstruction, and had proved flexible enough to assume 
an extraordinary amount of jobs the alternative of war jobs. 

Non-armament projects undertaken included production of 
Services clothing, the packing, identification and preservation of 
millions of pounds’ worth of Service stores, and, biggest task of all, 
the disposal of Services surpluses, which alone had _ provided 
£12,500,000 worth of metal for civil production purposes. 

The R.O.F.s, vital cogs in Britain’s recovery offensive, had often 
undertaken mass production of goods requiring a technique totally 
unfamiliar in R.O.F.s, said Mr. Strauss. 

Post-war R.O.F. work has included manufacture of hundreds of 
thousands of pre-stressed concrete sleepers to overcome the timber 
shortage, production of ceramics for the electrical, cotton spinning 
and other industries, building of concrete Airey houses, assembling 
of 16-ton railway wagons, making of oil field equipment in a gun- 
boring plant at Woolwich, and the execution of numerous mis- 
cellaneous light, medium and heavy engineering jobs.

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Wholesale Price Index Numbers 





Further Rise in Wool Prices in December 


HE Board of Trade index number of wholesale prices in Decem- 

ber showed, on balance, little change compared with November. 

There was a substantial fall in the average price of tomatoes, 
which together with cheaper onions and cocoa caused a decline of 
1-4 per cent. in the index for food and tobacco. A further advance in 
wool prices was mainly responsible for the rise of 0-8 per cent. in 
the index for industrial materials and manufactures, the only other 
mportant price increases being in respect of cotton and zinc. 


Compared with 1938, the index for all articles has risen by 117} 
per cent., industrial materials and manufactures by 138 per cent. 
and food and tobacco by 83 per cent. 


The regrouped data, in which the prices of industrial materials 
and manufactures (excluding fuel) are subdivided into three separate 
categories, showed increases compared with November of 2-0 and 
1-2 per cent., respectively, for basic materials and intermediate 
products. 


Food and Tobacco 


The decline of 3-1 per cent. in the other food group was due largely 
to a substantial fall in the average price of Canary tomatoes, which 
were more plentiful in December. Onions also fell in price, for the 
third successive month since they were de-controlled, by abou 
16 per cent., while the average price of cocoa dropped by 13 per 
cent. as a result of the reduction of the Ministry of Food selling 
price on December 6. Potatoes (weight of 3) were about 4} per 
cent. dearer than in November. 


Cereal prices were slightly lower in December, the effective price 
paid by millers for English Gazette average wheat showing a fall of 
34 per cent., while English malting and English Gazette average 
barley were both cheaper by about 1} and 1 per cent., respectively. 
The total food index was, nevertheless, about 4 per cent. higher 
than in December 1947. 


Industrial Materials and Manufactures 


Raw wool values continued to show an upward movement in 
December, crossbred qualities rising in price by 16 per cent. and

merino by 10 per cent. The increases in raw wool costs since Octobe 
have now begun to work through to noils, tops and yarns, crossbred 
and merino tops being dearer by about 14 and 7 per cent. » Tespectively, 
and botany noils by about 4 per cent. Among the yarns a rise of 11} 
per cent. in the price of hosiery yarn was outstanding, while th 
price increases for the other types included in the index amounted 
to about 5 per cent. The group index recorded an advance of 6: 
per cent. in December, compared with a rise of 3-5 per cent. in 
the previous month. 

Raw cotton prices, which had remained stable during November 
after a period of declining values, showed an upward movement jn 
December. The average price of Egyptian Giza 7 rose by over 10 per 
cent., the Raw Cotton Commission having increased their selling 
price "by 4-5d. and 2-0d. per lb. on December 13 and 20, respectively 
For American middling, however, which was advanced by 0-5d, per 
Ib. on December 13, the increase in the monthly average pric 
amounted only to about 1° per cent. Yarn prices were correspond. 
ingly increased, by about 9} per cent. for Egyptian qualities and 1 per 
cent. for American. 

In the non-ferrous metals group, which rose by 2:1 per cent, 
compared with November, zinc was dearer by about 15 per cent. as 
a result of the increase of £14 per ton on December 1 in the Ministry 
of Supply selling price. There was also a consequential increase of 
about 2 per cent. in the average price of brass strip and sheet. 

The only change among “ other textiles’’ was an increase of 
about 5 per cent. in the average price of raw jute, while the slight fall 
in ‘‘ chemicals and oils ’’ was due to the carry-over of the reduction 
on November 15 of }d. per gallon in the price of fuel oil. 

Calfskin prices, which were raised on November 12 by 3d. per lb. 
were dearer on the average during December by 44 per cent. The 
average price of rubber (weight of 2), however, showed a further fall, 
of about 24 per cent., resulting in a slight decline in the “ miscella 
neous ”’ index.

Caravan Industry Must Double 
Exports 


HE National Caravan Council has been told that the British caravan 
industry must, this year, double the number of vehicles exported 
in 1948, if the materials allocated to the industry are to be maintained 
at their present level. 

This announcement was made by the Ministry of Supply, and the 
caravan industry is thus placed on a footing with other industries 
which have been warned to increase exports, or reduce their output 
for the benefit of industries with strong export interests which require 
more materials. 

During 1948 the caravan industry exported at the rate of 10 per 
cent, of its total output, the 12 largest firms being responsible for 
almost £250,000 worth of vehicles sent abroad. ‘This means that the 
whole of the industry will have to achieve 20 per cent. exports, 
Worth approximately half a million pounds. 
es export target for 1950 will be reviewed after the first six months 
of 1949, 

The main countries to which the industry has been exporting during 
the past year are South Africa, the Argentine, the Middle East, Aus- 
tralia, and the United States. 
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National Trade Exhibition Policy 


GINCE the war, Government policy on trade exhibition questions 

has been based on the report of the Ramsden Committee which 
considered the whole question towards the end of 1945. Doubt has 
recently been expressed in some quarters as to how far the validity 
of the Committee’s recommendations may have been affected by the 
trend of our post-war economic circumstances which they could not 
have foreseen clearly. New projects for exhibitions in various forms 
are constantly being put before the Board of Trade as offering a 
useful contribution to the solution of Britain’s external trade problems 
and the value of a standing committee of experienced business men 
to advise on such projects in the light of current conditions has been 
appreciated for some time. 


To meet this need, an Exhibitions Advisory Committee has been 
set up under the chairmanship of Sir Guy Locock, a Vice President 
of the Federation of British Industries and a member of the Ramsden 
Committee. The majority of the members, the list of whom is not 
yet complete, will serve in a personal capacity, though the major 
industrial organizations have nominated their representatives. ‘The 
Committee as finally constituted will afford a cross section of those 
most closely concerned and most experienced in export problems. 

The terms of reference are : 

To advise the Board of Trade, in the light of the Report of the 
Ramsden Committee, on questions of official participation in, or 
sponsorship of, exhibitions and trade fairs both in the United 
Kingdom and overseas, and on any general question of exhibition 
policy as may be necessary. 

To advise the Board of 'Trade on proposals by industry or sections 
of industry or by other interests active in promoting exhibitions 
or trade fairs brought to the notice of the Committee by the Board 
of Trade. 

To make such suggestions to the Board of Trade as may seem 
desirable in order to promote and co-ordinate national action with 
regard to exhibitions and trade fairs. 

To appoint such sub-committees as the Committee may consider 
necessary to carry out the above functions.

It has been necessary to draw up the 1949 programme of official 
participation in trade fairs overseas without waiting for the views of 
the new Committee. So far as overseas trade fairs are concerned the 
number of pressing invitations increases rather than diminishes each 
year and the choice has been a process of elimination. 

The basis upon which this choice has been made represents a 
compromise between 

the desirability of the market concerned from the national point 
of view, 

an assessment of the serious character of the Fair concerned, 

the extent to which United Kingdom participation has pre- 
viously been secured (the criterion recommended by the Ramsden 

Committee), 

the undesirability of expending the limited official effort too 
frequently at the same events to the exclusion of other useful ones. 

Negotiations are at present in progress for suitable sites and it 
appears likely that official information stands will be installed at 
Poznan (April 23-May 10), Toronto (May 31-June 10), Stockholm 
(August 24-September 10) and Utrecht (September 6-15).

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Unified Screw Thread System 


GREEMENT has been reached between British, United States 

and Canadian interests on a Unified Screw Thread Committee. 

With a view to achieving the closest measure of harmonization 
between the British and American drafts, a small British Mission 
comprising representatives of the joint British Standards Institution/ 
Services Screw Threads Committee, visited America in July 1948, 
to meet representatives of the American and Canadian Screw Threads 
Committees to discuss and reconcile the outstanding technical 
differences, taking into consideration the needs of the Service Depart- 
ments and industrial manufacturers and users in the three countries 


concerned. 

The three countries are now preparing, for issue in their own 
countries, full particulars of the agreed standard and it is hoped that 
the other Commonwealth countries will be able to adopt the same 


standard. 

The thread system is to be known in all three countries as the 
Unified Screw Thread system. The form of thread is one having a 
60 degree angle. The bolt thread will have a rounded root with the 
alternatives of a rounded crest for use in the United Kingdom and 
flat crest for use in the United States. The pitch/diameter series will 
comprise a fine and a coarse series, and provision will he made in the 
standard for special design threads. 

The final Conference was held in Washington on November 18, 
and the United Kingdom delegation consisted of :— 

Sir Ewart Smith, representing the Engineering Divisional Council 

of British Standards Institution. 

Mr. P. Good, C.B.E., Director, British Standards Institution. 

Mr. T. R. B. Sanders, representing the Ministry of Supply. 

Mr. H. L. Griffiths, Technical Officer, British Standards Institution. 

This delegation, in associating themselves with the declaration of 
agreement, required acceptance of the following conditions :— 

1. The parties agree that it is essential to use identical designations 
for all threads of which the dimensions and tolerances are identical and 
are mutually accepted as coming within the Unified system. 

2. The parties agree to indicate specifically and in detail, in their 
published standards, those dimensions, tolerances and other data, which 
are mutually agreed and accepted as coming within the Unified system. 
This is particularly important as the parties may issue standards which 
include both Unified and non-unified systems. 

3. That the Service Departments in the participating countries agree 
to use the Unified system, so far as is practicable for all new equipment 
and stores designed by them or designed to their order specifically to 
meet Service needs. 

4, Subject to agreement on the above points the British Standards 
Institution has authorized the immediate issue of a Provisional Standard 
with the new Unified (60 degrees) thread form, although this involves a 
major change in British engineering practice. In view, however, of the 
complexity of the problems involved in a change in the sizes below one 
quarter inch, the United Kingdom has not yet found it possible to accept 
the proposed coarse and fine series in this range. 

5. The importance of working out acceptable Unified standards below 
one quarter inch is recognized and it is agreed that further discussions 
shall take place between the three countries at an early date in the United 
Kingdom. 

These having been accepted the following declaration was signed :— 


DECLARATION OF ACCORD WITH RESPECT TO THE UNIFICATION 
OF ScrREW THREADS 
It is hereby declared that the undersigned, representatives of their 

Government and Industry Bodies, charged with the development of 

standards for screw threads, Agree that the standards for the Unified 

Screw Threads given in the publications of the Committees of the 

British Standards Institution, Canadian Standards Association, American 

Standards Association and of the Interdepartmental Screw Thread Com- 

mittee fulfil all of the basic requirements for general interchangeability 

of threaded products made in accordance with any of these standards. 
The Bodies noted above will maintain continuous co-operation in the 
further development and extension of these standards. 

The British Standards Institution, on a recommendation of its 
Mechanical Engineering Industry Standards Committee, which 
has been endorsed by the Automobile, Aircraft, Cinematograph, 
Electrical engineering, Petroleum equipment, Photographic and 
Scientific Instrument Industry Standards Committees, will issue, 
early in the new year, a Provisional British Standard for the Unified 
Thread system. After a sufficient period for review it will be reviewed 
with a view to its confirmation as one of the series of British Standards 
for screw threads. 

For the sizes below } in., the proposals put forward by the United 
States provide for two series which have pitches finer and coarser, 
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respectively, than the British B.A. series. From an engineering 
point of view, it is difficult to believe that there is a need for two 
series so close together and the subject is still being discussed in the 
United Kingdom. In the meantime, sizes smaller than } in. will not 
be included in the Unified system. 

The issue of the standards for the Unified Thread system in the 
three countries does not imply that there must be an immediate 
change-over by British industry to the new screw thread. Obviously 
the adoption of the new system will be advantageous where servicing 
requirements and replacements call for interchangeability in products 
made in any one of the three countries, but it will be the responsibility 
of each section of British Industry to decide for itself whether it 
wishes to adopt the new system. 

This agreement, states the British Standards Institution, and the 
adoption of the new system in the three participating countries, and 
possibly also by the other Commonwealth countries, must, how- 
ever, be regarded as a most important step in practical co-operation 
between the nations, and one which must inevitably save each 
country vast expenditures in time and money.

Industrial Ten Coupons for 1948/9 

The Industrial Ten clothing coupon supplement will be issued 
during the current rationing period. Employers should get applica- 
tion forms for their workpeople from the local office of the Ministry 
of Labour and National Service on January 1, 1949. Requests for 
these forms should not be made by telephone. 

The extra coupons will be issued to most manual workers in industry 
and agriculture, and the jobs which make people eligible to receive the 
coupons are very much the same as last year. 

The procedure for getting the coupons is the same as before ; 
application should be made to the local office of the Ministry of Labour 
and National Service on January 1, 1949, or as soon after as possible. 
It is most important that early application should be made and it is 
in everyone’s interest that the coupons should be issued before the 
end of February 1949. 

Leaflets, showing the list of eligible jobs and how to get the extra 
coupons, will be available to employers, self-employed workers and 
Trade Union officials, on application to local offices of the Ministry of 
Labour and National Service. 


Changes in Hemp Control 


As a result of the termination of government purchases of Indian 
hemp, sisal and manila, the Board of Trade announces the following 
changes in the senior staff of the Hemp Control :— 


Mr. A. M. Landauer has consented to act as Controller during the 
period of disposal of government stocks and of transition to the new 
arrangements for the licensing of private imports and for control of 
use. He will, however, with the President’s agreement, be free to 
devote only part of his time to these duties. 

Mr. H. C. Killham will give up his present duties as a full-time 
Assistant Controller in charge of sisal questions. He has, however, 
consented to assist the Board as Adviser for as long as is necessary.

Mr. N. A. Zinn and Mr. D. J. Digby will continue to serve as 
Assistant Controllers in charge of true hemp and of the disposal of 
stocks of manila respectively.

Plaster and Plasterboard Prices 


Following upon a review of the costs and prices of plaster and 
plasterboard, the Minister of Works has authorized an increase of 
10s. per ton in the selling price of Plaster and Keenes Cement 
manufactured by British Plaster Board Ltd. The increase came into 
operation as and from January 1, 1949.

BRITISH STANDARDS 


Seamless Copper Tubes 


The British Standard for seamless copper tubes with plain and 
screwed ends for steam services forms part two of B.S.1306 and is 
complementary to B.S.1306 part one, ‘‘ Non-ferrous pipes and piping 
installations for and in connection with land boilers.”’ 

It deals with seamless copper tubes up to 8 inches nominal diameter 
for steam, feed, blow-down and similar boiler services. ‘The maximum 
working pressures and temperatures are, respectively, 250 lb./sq. in. 
and 405°F. for steam, and 300 lb./sq. in. and 300° F. for feed and other 
purposes. ‘Three tables are given for tubes with plain ends and three 
for tubes with screwed ends covering the three pressure ranges, low, 
medium and high. 

It also includes requirements relating to the composition of the 
copper, the selection of test samples and testing. Price 2s. post free. 


Rainwater Gutters, Pipes and Fittings 


British Standard for wrought copper and wrought zinc rainwater 
gutters, pipes and fittings (B.S. 1431, 1948), which has just been 
issued deals with gutters, pipes and fittings fabricated from copper 
sheet and zinc sheet, together with solid drawn copper pipes. The 
range of gutters includes half-round rectangular and ogee types, 
and the range of pipes includes round and rectangular types. General 
requirements are specified for quality of materials, manufacture and 
workmanship, dimensions and tolerances, facilities for inspection 
and manufacturer’s certificate. The specific requirements deal with 
lengths, thicknesses, types and nominal sizes of gutters and pipes 
and ranges and sizes of fittings. The important subjects of fixing 
and jointings are dealt with by means of recommendations included 
in an appendix. There are outline drawings of all types of gutter, 
gutter fittings, pipes and pipe fittings. Price, 2s. 6d. post free. 


Tinned Steel Milk Can and Lid 


The British Standards Institution have just issued B.S. 1484, 
10-gallon tinned steel milk can and lid. 

‘The Committee appointed to prepare this standard was confronted 
with the fact that the ideal milk can must be designed to mcet a number 
of rather complicated requirements. It must transport its contents 
in safety without spillage and with the minimum of churning; it must 
offer adequate protection not only against the elements but also against 
meddlesome humanity. It should be easy to handle and occupy the 
minimum space on lorry, railway truck and loading bank. It should 
be difficult to overturn, but easily rolled, quickly drained, easily 
cleaned and be capable of a high degree of sterilization. Further, it 
should be light in weight, resistant to a considerable amount of 
misuse and, of course, must be cheap to produce and durable. 

All these considerations were borne in mind when the standard was 
prepared, and it was considered that the so-called “‘ tall’? can offered 
the greatest number of advantages. The standard gives completely 
dimensioned drawings of the can and lid at the same time specifying 
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the materials, the methods of manufacture and the fittings, Price 
2s. Od. post free. 


Galvanized Wire Netting 


B.S. 1485, Galvanized wire netting for agricultural purposes has 
been prepared primarily for the purpose of reducing the numben 
of sizes of mesh and widths of wire netting generally stocked for 
agricultural purposes. It also provides tolerances on mesh and width 
of netting together with tests for the galvanizing. 

Particular attention is drawn to the Foreword of the Standarg 
which provides detailed recommendations for the use of various Sizes 
of mesh for particular applications. No doubt this feature yjj 
prove to be of very general interest to users of wire netting, such x 
farmers, poultry keepers, fruit growers, etc.

Lubricating Nipples (Parts 1 and 2) 


Two British Standards (B.S.1486 : 1948), Part 1 lubricating nippks 
and adaptors for machinery and vehicles, and Part 2, heavy duty 
lubricating nipples, have been drawn up to standardize the overjj 
dimensions and thread sizes of those lubricating nipples and adaptor 
in general use for machinery and vehicles and for industrial purposes, 
These British Standards are the first of a series of standards for lub. 
ricating nipples which will be published as separate parts of B.S.1486, 

Part 1 deals with lubricating nipples and adaptors for use on 
machinery and vehicles. It covers hexagon-headed nipples for use 
with connectors which slide on the nipple head, commonly referred 
to as the ‘‘ hook-on’”’ system; hydraulic nipples for use with con. 
nectors of the hydraulic-chuck type; and ‘ push-on’’ nipples 
for use with ‘* push-on’”’ connectors. It also includes straight and 
angle adaptors and limited supply plug assemblies of the hexagon 
headed and hydraulic types. ‘The fixing threads are }in. B.S. Pipe 
(parallel) thread except in the case of ‘‘ push-on ’’ nipples where the 
fixing threads are } in. B.S.F. Tables are included giving the minimum 
spacing of nipples on which it is possible to operate the appropriate 
lubricating connector. 

Part 2 deals with two types of heavier duty lubricating nipples, 
the industrial type intended for use on machinery where a more 
robust nipple than that described in Part 1 is required and which has 
fixing threads of } in. and jin. B.S. Pipe (parallel) threads, and the 
locomotive type which is intended for use on heavy machinery such 
as locomotives. ‘This nipple has male or female 1 in. B.S. Pipe 
(parallel) fixing threads.

Both these standards include provisions relating to materials, 
permissible variation in dimensions, nipple-mounting centre distances 
and marking. 


Codes of Practice: Water Supply

Pacific North-West States as a Market for United 
Kingdom Goods 


This article was written for the Board of Trade Journal by His Majesty’s Consul at Seattle. 


The Commercial Relations and

HE magnificent scenery and the opportunities for summer and 

winter sport and recreation of all kinds makes the Pacific North- 

West States a great playground for its own inhabitants and many 
visitors from other States. It is, therefore, a big market for sporting 
equipment and apparel. 

The wealth of the region is derived mainly from its natural resources, 
minerals, lumber (Oregon is to-day the lumber State par excellence), 
and the fish in the sea ; produce of the soil, especially grain, fruit, 
vegetables, potatoes, sugar-beet, seeds, and cattle and sheep. These 
support many activities : the production of wood-pulp, ply-wood and 
fibre board, furniture-making, food processing, canning and quick 
freezing, boat-building and repairing, to mention a few. But the 
greatest resource of all is the snow on the mountains—inexhaustible 
supply of water to the rivers, which provide power to industry and life 
tothe land. Over 40 per cent. of the hydro-electric power capacity 
of the United States is found in this area and millions of acres have 
been made fertile by irrigation. ‘The completion in the next few years 
of the Columbia River Irrigation project will convert a further two 
million arid acres in Eastern Washington into fertile and profitable 
land. More power and reclamation schemes are planned. 

Contrary to the trend elsewhere, the number of people employed on 
farms has increased since 1940. The farmers are prosperous and so 
the market for implements and machines and consumer goods in the 
agricultiral districts is more important than ever. 


Industrial Development 


There has been, too, a corresponding growth of industry. Indus- 
tries which were set up during the war have remained or have been 
converted and new ones are springing up. ‘Thus, there are large 
woollen textile mills in Oregon and an outstanding aircraft industry 
in Seattle ; there are aluminium plants in Tacoma and Spokane, and 
ship building and repairing at Portland and on Puget Sound. Here, 
too, on the banks of the Columbia River at Hanford, is situated the 
United States Government atomic plant. No wonder then, that 
population still moves westward. Oregon and Washington are more 
populous by one-third than in 1940. 

In terms of per capita income, these States, and particularly their 
principal cities, are amongst the wealthiest in the country and their 
share of the effective buying income of the entire United States is well 
above their population ratio. The same is true of their share of the 
volume of retail sales. Generally speaking, there is a high standard 
of living at all levels and this is reflected in a preference for high and 
medium quality goods. 

The selling areas are well defined. Thus, Seattle (population 
476,000) and Tacoma (population 139,000) are distributing centres for 
the whole Puget Sound area and Alaska (population 100,000). Port- 
land, Oregon (population 400,000) is a marketing centre for the 
Columbia River area. The thriving city of Spokane, Washington 
(population 147,000) serves Eastern Washington, Northern Idaho and 
Western Montana, an area popularly known as the ‘‘ Inland Empire.”’ 
A number of other towns, none of them with more than 50,000 
inhabitants, serves great areas around them: Butte and Great Falls, 
North Eastern and Central Montana, respectively ; and Billings, 
Eastern Montana and Northern Wyoming. Boise and Pocatello are 
the main centres in Western and Eastern Idaho respectively (though 
Eastern Idaho may be said to come within the sphere of Salt Lake 
City (Utah)). All of the places mentioned have a market capacity of 
three or four times their urban population. Farmers in the North- 
West commonly drive one hundred miles into town to do their 
week-end shopping. Special market weeks attracting buyers from all 
over the North-West are held, not only in the bigger centres (for 
instance Seattle has four market weeks a year for men’s and four for 
women’s and children’s wear), but also in smaller centres like Billings, 


in Eastern Montana, where twice a year several hundred buyers 
congregate to examine the wares on display. ‘These market weeks are 
often the only opportunity for upstate buyers to see and order seasonal 
goods. Even the smallest of these centres will have at least one 
newspaper and one radio station as media for advertising. 

In spite of the growth of industry, it must be emphasized, however, 
that this area brings in from other parts of the United States most of 
the manufactures that it needs and will continue to do so for a long 
time to come ; and Eastern manufacturers have come more and more 
to set up regional offices, a pattern which United Kingdom exporters 
would be well advised to follow. 


Shipping Facilities 

The principal sea-ports are Seattle, Tacoma and Portland, handling 
all types of cargo and served by a great many coastal and international 
steamship companies. Seattle ranks next to San Francisco as a 
Pacific Coast Port, and practically monopolizes trade to and from the 
lucrative Alaska market ; Portland has a big barge traffic with the 
interior up the Columbia River ; they all specialize in trade with the 
Far East. ‘Though, in the past, they have had more experience in 
handling exports than imports, the importance of the foreign import 
trade is now well understood and application has been made to the 
Federal Authorities for the establishment of a foreign trade zone in 
Seattle and an attempt is being made by some merchants to establish 
a World Trade Centre in the same city. 

The United Kingdom export trade to this area has never been fully 
developed. Before the war it was mostly confined to luxury com- 
modities. 'There was little promotion of sales. ‘Those who wished 
to deal in United Kingdom goods had to correspond with New York 
agents, who looked on the West, generally, as a secondary market. 
The big department stores had their buying agents in New York and 
some had buyers in Europe. Exporters and their representatives 
tended to overlook the value of visits to the buyers in the stores on the 
spot, and neglected the smaller towns almost entirely. In the past 
twelve months there has been a change, but the problem still remains 
of bringing United Kingdom goods into parts where at present they 
are rarely seen and to the attention of new ranges of consumers. 
Americans in these four States, thanks to frequent visits to nearby 
Canada, have some knowledge of British goods, particularly china and 
woollens. British exporters should, therefore, examine the sales 
effort in this area to see whether their representatives cover it 
thoroughly ; if they are not already established on the West Coast, 
they might consider the need for such separate representation and for 
holding separate stocks there. For this purpose, the Pacific North- 
West and the still larger market of California, with which it has much 
in common, should be studied together. As headquarters, there 
would be a choice between, say, Portland, Seattle or San Francisco, 
and perhaps Spokane, depending on the commodity. ‘The writer, 
a few months ago, came across a salesman in Eastern Idaho with an 
exhibition of china (mostly English) in a trailer towed behind his car, 
He was obtaining good orders from stores and gift shops in many small 
towns over the North-West, which he covered in that way. His firm’s 
headquarters were in San Francisco. ‘That is the kind of enterprise 
that is required. 


Demand for British Goods 


It is important to exporters to realize that there are at present 
regular shipping services from the United Kingdom to the West Coast 
ports and to British Columbia. Glasgow, Liverpool and London, 
have a ship a month each coming to these ports. ‘They bring British 
motor cars and other heavy cargo and should be utilized more and 
more for all types of goods to eliminate the high distribution costs 
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Market in Pacific North-West States—(Continued) 


which are inevitable when goods are unloaded in the Eastern United 
States and are sent by train to the West. ‘The lower costs of the direct 


shipping route should stimulate exporters to seek a larger volume of 
business. 


Recent figures show encouraging direct imports of about four 
million dollars a year, most of which is accounted for by cars and coal 
tar products. Other items still come mainly through eastern ports. 
China and woollen goods, are fairly well supplied, but there would 
seem to be room for improvement in a whole range of consumer goods, 
fishing tackle, shoes, bicycles, motor cycles and speciality foodstuffs, 
to give a few examples. English cutlery and toys are rarely seen and 
leather goods and knitted wear are not in as great demand as could be 
desired owing to their high prices. Commercial fish-hooks and nets, 
and carpenters’ tools, are also in demand. The pulp mills are big 
consumers of china clay, for which there ought to be a market by direct 
shipment. There is a large unrequited demand for gabardines. 


Business men from Great Britain examining the market and 
organizing the trade have done an excellent job in some lines recently 
and have been the best of all emissaries. With its growing population, 
agriculture, industry and tourist trade, the Pacific North-West is 
capable of absorbing more United Kingdom goods than it is getting 
at present and exporters should be encouraged by the recent growth 
of British exports to make a still greater sales effort. There is new 
ground to break and the likelihood of a permanent share in this truly 
expanding economy.

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Anglo-Spanish Talks in Madrid Concluded 


ONVERSATIONS on financial and trade matters between repre- 
Eo cacives of the United Kingdom Government and the Spanish 
Government which were started in Madrid at the end of October 
were recently resumed and have ended successfully. It is hoped that 
trade and payments in both directions will in future flow more freely. 

Consequent upon the introduction by the Spanish Government of a 
special exchange rate system outlined in a Decree of December 3, 1948, 
published in the Spanish Boletin Oficial of December 12, 1948, the 
existing Anglo-Spanish Monetary Agreement has been abrogated 
and replaced by a Sterling Payments Agreement (Cmd. 7596). This 
was signed on December 15. The established parities between 
sterling and other currencies will be maintained in the Spanish Mone- 
tary Area. The list of exchange rates for sterling for the import 
into and export from Spain of various categories of goods are printed 
below ; they have been translated from the Boletin Oficial.

The May arrangements (see the Board of Trade Fournal of June 26, 
1948, page 1276), which covered the period from April 1, 1948, to 
March 31, 1949, will be extended until June 30, 1949. The levy/sub- 
sidy scheme has, however, been discontinued and United Kingdom 
exports will again be subject to the general surcharge on goods in 
Class V only of the Spanish Customs Tariff. 

It is expected that United Kingdom essential requirements of 
Spanish goods over the period of the agreement will be substantially 
met and, in addition, we are prepared to take additional quantities 
of certain goods, such as superphosphates and olive oil. A substantial 
orange contract has already been concluded. 

On the other hand the Spanish Government will endeavour to 
maintain a balance between imports of our essential and less essential 
goods and to take increased quantities of certain goods. Monthly 
meetings of the Anglo-Spanish Consultative Committee will continue 
to be held in order to keep the position under review. 

Arrangements have also been made in regard to financial transfers 
from Spain, i.e., royalties, fees, dividends and other payments of a 
financial nature which have been outstanding for some time.

Sales Tax Modifications 


HIS Majesty’s Ambassador in Buenos Aires has reported that the 
2 per cent. tax on all wage bills established by Article 107 of the 
Argentine University Law No. 13031 has been abolished. This 
tax has now been replaced by two parallel sales taxes ; one of 
3 per cent. under Law 13343 and the other of 3} per cent. under 
Law 13478. 

The tax on sales, fixed at 1} per cent. by Law No. 12143 of 
January 5, 1935 has thus been increased to 8 per cent. It is laid 
down in Decree No. 33919 of October 30, 1948, that the incidence 
of this tax must be met from profits but must not be passed on to 
the consumer in the way of increased prices.

of special importance to the Spanish economy. 

The Commercial Attache of the Spanish Embassy in London now 
advises that the last date for the receipt of applications by the authori- 
ties in Madrid has been extended to January 15, 1949.
